The Council of Architecture, a statutory body constituted by the Ministry of Human Resource Development, 
Government of India under the Architects Act, 1972, deems it a pleasure to present the Annual Report and Audited 
Statement of Accounts for the financial year ended on 31.03.2005. 

Organisational Structure: 

The Council of Architecture functions under die overall charge of the President. The Registrar performs the statutory 
duties and functions and is assisted by die Administrative Officer under the general supervision of the President and 
Committees of the Council. , 

The Union Ministry of Human Resource Development is the nodal ministry of the Council of Architecture. 

The Council consists of elected and nominated representatives as members, namely, a nominee of die Central 
Government, an architect nominated by each State Government and Union Territory, five representatives elected 
from amongst members of the Indian Institute of Architects, five persons elected from amongst heads of 
architectural institutions, two persons nominated by the All India Council for Technical Education, the Chief 
Architect (ex-officio) of Central Public Works Department and Military Engineering Services, Ministry of Defence 
& Ministry of Railways, two persons nominated by Institution of Engineers (India) from among its members and 
one person nominated by the Institution of Surveyors of India from among its members. 

Statutory and Other Committees: 

In order to carry out the. objectives of the Act and Regulations framed thereunder, the Council constituted the 
statutory committee^, namely, the Executive Committee, which functions as an Executive Authority of the Council, 
Disciplinary Committee, which investigates the complaints and holds enquiries relating to professional misconduct 
of architects, Advisory Committee (Appeals), which hears the appeals of the applicants whose applications for 
registration are rejected. 

The Council has also constituted other committees/ Boards of Education for general or specific purposes, namely, 
(i) Sub-Committee on Working Architects; (ii) Board of Undergraduate Architectural Education; (iii) Board of 
Postgraduate Architectural Education; (iv) Committee on Accreditation; (v) Committee on Promotion of Publication 
of Architectural Books; and (vi) Committee on Architectural Design Code. 

Meetings of the Council and its Committees: 

During the year under report, the Council met once i.e. 44 th Meeting held on 20 th September, 2004. 

The Executive Committee met thrice i.e. 77 th meeting held on 28 th October, 2004, 78* meeting held on 28* 

November, 2004 and 79* meeting held on 8* January, 2005. 

• 

The Disciplinary Committee met on 29* January, 2005 to hear the complaints filed against architects for alleged 
professional misconduct, as referred to it by the Council and upon hearing the complainants as well as the 
respondents-architects submitted its report to the Council for appropriate action. 

The Advisory Committee (Appeals) met on 27* August, 2004 to consider the appeals filed by applicants against 
rejection of their applications for registration as architects and upon hearing the appellants, it submitted its report to 
the Council. 
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The various decisions and actions taken by die .Council and the aforesaid committees during the year under report 
are summarized as under: 

1.0 Elections for President, Vice-President, Executive Committee and Constitution of other Committees: 

Elections for President, Vice-President and Executive Committee were conducted by the Central 
Government, Ministry of Human Resource Development, Govt, of India, as provided under the provisions 
of the Architects Act, 1972 and Dr. A. K. Ambasht, Director, MHRD was appointed as Returning Officer 
by the Central Government After conduct of elections, die following persons were declared elected: 

President: Shri Vijay Srikrishna Sohoni was elected as President, w.e.f 20.09.2004, for a term of three 

years. 

Vice-President: Shri Vijay Uppal was elected as Vice-President, w.e.f. 20.09.2004, for a term of three 
years. 

Executive Committee Members: Following members were elected as members of the Executive 
Committee, w.e.f. 20.09.2004, for a term of three years: 

1. Shri R. L. Goyal 

2. Mrs. K. Rajalakshmi 

3. Shri Mohapatra Kunja Behari 

4. Shri Uday Chandrakant Gadkari

The Council also constituted following Committees:

(iii) Prof. Biplab Scngupta, Head, Dept of Arch. & Regional Planning, IIT Kharagpur, Member. 

Advisory Committee (Appeals) with following members: 

(i) Shri Vijay Uppal, Chairman; (ii) Shri A D. Shirode, Member; and (iii) Shri Mihir Mitra, Member. 

2.0 Disciplinary Action; 

Each and every architect is required to observe and abide by die provisions of the Architects (Professional 
Conduct) Regulations, 1989, as amended in 2003. The Act provides for taking action against an architect 
Mho is found guilty of professional misconduct upon investigation and after providing opportunity of being 
heard to die architect 

During die year under report, the Council at its 44 th meeting held on 20* September, 2004, decided to Warn 
Shri Parminder Singh Chawla, Architect, (Registration No.CA/81/6689) and Shri Ravindra A Magdum, 
Architect (Registration No.CA/90/13192) as they were found guilty of professional misconduct in terms of 
the provisions of the Architects Act 1972. 

3.0 Architectural Education; 

The Council of Architecture'under the provisions of Architects Act 1972 and the Regulations framed 
thereunder is inspecting each and every Institution imparting recognised Architectural Education in India to 
ensure that the Courses are conducted in conformity with die minimum standards. Based on die inspection 
reports, the continuity of recognition of qualifications or otherwise are decided and institutions are 
sanctioned intake of students per year for admission into their courses. 
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Hon’ble Bombay High Court vide its judgement dated 8 th September, 2004, in Writ Petition no. 5942 of 
2004, delivered by the Division Bench comprising Justice Mr. A.P.Shah and Justice Mr. S. U. Kamdar, has 
ruled that the Architects Act, /972 is a special Act and the Council of Architecture is the final authority for 
the purpose of fixing the norms and regulating standards ofarchitectural education in India. 

The Hon’ble Court has further held that as far as Architectural Education is concerned, the Architects Act, 
1972 is a special legislation and the AICTE Act is a general legislation and therefore the provisions of the 
AICTE Act to lay down functions for technical education generally cannot be construed to displace the 
authority of the Council of Architecture constituted under the Architects Act, 1972. Further, the court has 
applied the Legal Maxim “generalia specialibus non derogant” in the instant case. The court observed that 
the doctrine of implied repeal by a later act is not applicable as Architects Act, 1972 is a complete code in 
itself for registration and education of architects and specifically deals with recognized qualifications for 
architects including the regulation and monitoring of the course contents and standards of education. The 
Court has held that on combined reading of Sections 14 to 17 and Section 21 of the Architects Act, 1972 
leaves no manner of doubt that in the field of architectural institutions the Architects Act has been given 
overriding effect over the other laws. 

In the above matter, the hon’ble Court has upheld the intake capacity allotted by the Council of 
Architecture and quashed and set aside- the intake capacity followed by the Director of Technical 
Education, Government of Maharashtra, on the basis of the recommendations of the AICTE. 

The AICTE has filed an appeal by special leave before the Hon’ble Supreme Court of India vide S.L.P (C) 
No. 26936 of 2004 wherein AICTE prayed for grant of ad-interim ex-parte stay on the fi n a l judgement and 
order dated 08.09.2004, passed by the Division Bench of Hon’ble High Court of Judicature at Bombay in 
C.W.P. No. 5942 of 2004/ This Special Leave Petition came up for hearing on 10* January, 2005. The 
Supreme Court vide its order dated 10.01.2005, rejected the application for grant of interim stay on the 
operation of the judgement of Bombay High Court 

The Council of Architecture at its 44* Meeting held on 20* September, 2004, decided to consider all those 
B.Arch. pass out students who have undergone the first year of B.Arch, course, presently conducted by the 
U.P. Technical University, Lucknow or by any other University in future, after initially completing and 
passing the course from the second year to fifth year of B.Arch. Course, including the applicants whose 
appeals were rejected for registration as an Architect with the Council of Architecture 

4,0 Approval of New Institutions - 2004-05 : 

During the year under report, FIVE new institutions were granted approval to introduce 5-year degree 
course in Architecture. With this, the total number of institution imparting five- year degree course in 
architecture has risen to 114 with an annual intake of 3841. 

5.0 Extension of Approval for academic session 2004-2005 onwards: 

Council of Architecture had conducted 67 inspections for the academic session 2004 - 2005 and granted 
extension of approval or otherwise to the institutions as under: 

i) Extension of approval granted for 2004 -2005 onwards retaining existing intake : 67 

ii) Extension of approval granted for 2004 -2005 onwards with reduced intake : 6 

iii) Institutions put on ’No Admission’ for 2004 -2005 : 6 

The Council has also initiated the process of inspection for the academic session 2005-2006 of institutions, 
which are due for inspections. 

6.0 National Workshop on ", Standards of Architectural Education - Scope A Prospects* 

The Council of Architecture and Priyadarshini College of Engineering & Architecture, Nagpur jointly 
organized a workshop on Architectural Education on 26* and 27* November, 2004 on the theme 
“Standards of Architectural Education - Scope & Prospects ” vis-4-vis Council of Architecture (Minimum 
Standards of Architectural Education) Regulations, 1983. The workshop was inaugurated by Shri Satish 
Chaturvedi, Textile Minister, Govt of Maharashtra. 
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The Recommendations of the National Workshop were placed before the Executive Committee of the 
Council at its 78* Meeting held on 28* November, 2004, and the following issues were discussed: 

1. Duration of Course and Practical Training. 

2. Admission to Architecture Course. 

3. Entraace-cum-Aptitude Test. 

4. Intake, Additional Intake, Faculty, Physical Facilities and Qualification 

5. Standardization of Application format 

6. Appointment of inspectors and Accreditation. 

7 JB Cases of Professional Misconduct: 

At the 44* meeting held on 20* September, 2004, the Council decided to summon die following architects 
to appear before the Bar of the Council, who were found guilty of professional misconduct in terms of the 
provisions of the Architects Act, 1972, so as to provide them opportunity of being heard and to make their 
submissions before initiating action on them: 

(i) Shri Parminder Singh Chawla, Architect, Mohali. 

(ii) Shri Harish Gandhi, Architect; Chandigarh. 

8.0 Early Faculty Induction Programme 

Council of Architecture which was appointed Principal Coordinator for Early Faculty 
Programme in Architecture by the All India Council for Technical Education (AICTE) has successfully 
carried out the EFIP Scheme and a list of twenty selected EFIP candidates together with their applications, 
in original, and the recommendations of the EFIP Interview Boards have been sent to AICTE. The Council 
of Architecture has also organised a Training course for the selected candidates in the area of pedagogy ana 
teaching skill development, at BKPS College of Architecture Pune. 

9.0 Hearing of appeals filed against non-registration: 

The Council received and considered the report of the Advisory Committee (Appeals) for 13 cases of 
appeal against the decision of the Registrar for rejecting applications for registration at its 44* meeting held 
on 20* September, 2004. The Council accepted the appeal of one appellant for registration as an Architect 
while the appeals of 10 appellants were rejected as they were not eligible for registration and the appeals of 
2 appellants will be considered again to provide them one more opportunity to present their case before the 
Advisory Committee (Appeals). 

10.0 Removal of names of the Architects from the Register of Architects and Restoration of names of 
architects to the Register of Architects: 

The Council at its 44* meeting held on 20* September, 2004, removed the names of 47 architects upon 
their request or consequent upon their death. 

The Council at its 44* meeting held on 20* September, 2004, restored the names of 1842 architects during 
the period 21.09.2003 to 20.08.2004, who have got their names restored on payment of requisite fees, to the 
Register of Architects. 

11.0 Budget for the year 2004-2005 : 

The Council, at its 44* meeting held on 20* September, 2004, approved the budget estimates for the year 
2004-2005, recurring expenditure to the extent of Rs. 1,29,68,000/- and non-recurring expenditure to the 
extent of Rs. 21,00,000/-, against the budgeted income receivable amounting to Rs. 1,50,90,000/-. 

12. 0 Inclusion of Seismic Safety aspects in B.Arch. course curriculum : 

Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India in the year April 2004 convened a meeting to discuss, 
among others, model course curriculum on Earthquake Engineering for Bachelor of Architecture Courses; 
Two week module for the training of faculty members of Schools of Planning and Architecture in 
and One-week module for the training of practicing of architects by the faculty meiphei/^f Schools of 
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Architecture in India. President, Council of Architecture is one of the members of the Committee. 
Subsequently a detailed syllabus was prepared by the Council of Architecture in association with Prof. A.S. 
Arya for conduct of One Week Training Course for Teaching in Architects; and One week training course 
for practicing architects on ‘earthquak resistant design and construction’ and the same has been sent to 
Ministry T Home Affairs, Govt, of India. These courses have been included by the Ministry of Home 
Affairs in a document titled “National Programme for Capacity Building of Architects in Earthquake Risk 
Management’. The Council of Architecture in association with Ministry of Home Affairs has conducted 
Five Workshops on ‘Inclusion of Seismic Safety Aspects in the B.Arch. Curriculum at the following 
institutions:

Affairs, Govt, of India. 


13.0 Enforcement of the Professional Conduct Regulations, 1989: 


It has been noticed by the Council of Architecture that user industries including government department/ 
undertakings and local bodies have been continuing with the practice of engaging architects by inviting 
tenders/ financial bids and insisting to deposit earnest money, as mandatory conditions, in order to make 
them eligible for providing architectural services/ consultancy. 


At the instance of the practising architects, the Council has written numerous letters to various authorities 
namely. State Governments, Municipal Corporations, Municipal Councils, Universities, as to not to insist 
architects to pay tender cost; quote lowest fees contrary to the minimum fees prescribed by the Council of 
Architecture and deposit of earnest money, as these conditions will put restrictions on architects right to 
practice the profession. 

14.0 Architectural Competitions: 


The Council has assisted a number of promoters in the conduct of the architectural design competitions, 
namely. Airports Authority of India, Punjab Technical University, Amravati Municipal Corporation, 
Navodaya Vidyalaya Samiti, EPCO Bhopal and various other Municipal Corporations and Individual 
Clients etc. for their projects in compliance with the architectural competitions guidelines prescribed by it. 
The guidelines and inputs required by the promoters and competitors in the conduct of the competitions, 
were made available by the Council whenever sought for. 

15.0 Registration of Architects : 

The Council registers a person as an architect under Section 25 of the Act, who resides or carries on the 
profession of architecture in India and holds a recognized architectural qualification. 

During the year (1 st April, 2004 to 31 st March, 2005), the Council has registered 2214 persons as architects 
and with this as on 31 st March, 2005, a total of 35533 persons have be<?n registered as architects. 

16.0 Enforcement of the Architects Act, 1972 : 

The Council has written numerous letters to the Chief Secretaries of State Governments and Local Bodies 
and Development Authorities, etc. for implementing the provisions of the Architects Act, 1972 and the 
Architects (Professional Conduct) Regulations, 1989, in particular regarding: (i) the protection of title and 
style of architect: (ii) no further registration or fees are asked by the Local Bodies from the architects 
registered with the Council of Architecture; (iii) to protect the privilege of architects to pursue their 
profession of architecture; and (iv) Architect’s licence should not be issued to any person who is not 
registered as an architect with the Council of Architecture. 
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17.0 Misuse of Title and Style of ‘ Architect*: 

Council is issuing notices to various individuals/ firms using the title and style of architect without being 
registered with ,the Council of Architecture and carrying on the architectural profession illegally. Criminal 
complaints have also been filed against such persons, in the Court of Law for taking cognizance of the 
offences by the Court for punishing the malefactors, as provided under the Act. 


18.0 Publications: 

Council of Architecture is publishing a magazine titled “architecture - time space & people” every month 
through M/s. Spenta Multimedia Ltd., Mumbai. This is being sent free of cost, to all the registered 
architects and it provides useful information about the activities of the Council and issues concerning 
architectural profession and latest technological advancements and innovations applied. 

19,0 Revision in National Building Code of India : 

The Bureau of Indian Standards (BIS), New Delhi has been assigned the task of revision in the National 
Building Code of India as some of the provisions of the NBC are stated in violation of the Architects Act, 
1972 and such other similar laws. BIS has constituted several committees for the: same and Council of 
Architecture was also having representation in these committees. The nominees of the Council in NBC 
Committees have vigorously pursued the matter of revision Part-2 Administration specially registration of 
Architects with local bodies, qualifications and competence as provided for Architects and other related 
persons. However, the BIS has failed to take note of the objections raised by the Council of Architecture 
and decided to continue with the old version. U.P. Architects Association has filed a Writ Petition in the 
matter in the Delhi High Court against Bureau of Indian Standards for not implementing the provisions of 
the Architects Act, 1972 and prescribing NBC a guide document contrary to a Central Law. Council of 
Architecture is also one of the respondents in the matter and it contesting the matter keeping in view the 
interests of general public and the Architect professionals. 

20.0 Genera^ Agreement on Trade in Services in World Trade Organisation: 

The Council of Architecture is continuously interacting with its nodal Ministry, Ministry of Human 
Resource Development, Government of India and the Ministry of Ministry of Commerce and Industry, 
Govt, of India, which is the concerned Ministry to coordinate all the issues related with the GATS in WTO, 
for providing relevant inputs to these Ministries for considering the requests and offers of India for 
Architectural Education and Services.
